Revolutionists Besiege Resi- 
dence of Chief of Police 
and Use Bombs. 
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OSCOW, Dec. 2.1. — Two bombs 
were thrown at the prefecture 
of police this morning, partially 
destroying that building. Two 
policemen were killed and a score 

wounded. 

Serious lighting is reported between 
the angry crowd and a force uf dra- 
goons. 

One hundred and twenty revolution- 
aries were arrested today at the Kld- 
eler school. Resistance was offered 
and GOO persons were killed and 20 
wounded. 

Troops surrounded the school house, 
where workmen were meeting, and 
summoned them to surrender. 

Blank shots were tired to intimidate 
the workmen, wdio replied with revol- 
ver shots and bombs. 

Artillery was then brought up and 
the school house was bombarded until 
Ihe survivors of the workmen surrei- 
dered. 

Twenty-two officers were killed and 
a number of officers and policemen 
wore disarmed In the streets and sev- 
eral policemen were killed. 

The troops have now occupied all 
the barricades. In one ease they fired

Strike Is Not a Success 

Unless better results are obtained 
elsewhere or the light enters on a 
new phase, the leaders will be com- 
pelled to beat a general retreat In 
order tc save their prestige. In spite 
of the herculean efforts of, the local 
Officers to cheer on their followers, the 
past forty-eight hours have not pro- 
duced any extension of the strike. 
What was gained yesterday by the 
strike of the printers, which was In- 
complete, was offset by the return to 
work of 10,000 men in Semlnofsky 
mills and the announcement that 
12, 000 employees of the Putiloff iron 
works would go back Monday.

Printers Fail to Hold 

Though the printers' union Is one of 
the most advanced and most thor- 
oughly organized unions in Russia, It 
Is unable to enforce the newspaper 
strike. The Novoe Vremya, Slovo and 
other conservative papers expect to 
appear today. 

The pan-Russian congress of the 
league of leagues is scheduled to he 
held in St. Petersburg tomorrow, but 
owing to the strike few of the dele- 
gates are present and the meeting will 
probably be positioned, like the zemst- 
vo congress, until January. With the 
political strike us a. revolutionary 
weapon apparently losing Its keenness 
owing to too frequent use. fears are 
entertained that the revolutionists 
may be driven to return to the Old 
methods and inaugurate an era of 
terrorism. The government Is aware 
that a number of high agents of the 
revolutionary organization at Geneva 
recently returned to Russia, and in- 
creased precautions tire being taken 
to safeguard all in authority at St. 
Petersburg and Tsarskoe-Selo. 

150,000 on Strike

During the approaching session of the 
Dominion parliament, application will be 
made, at tho Instance of the Vnucouver 
Island members, speaking for tlic Vlctorla- 
Naudlmo boards of trade and other com- 
mercial bodies, For tin appropriation suffi- 
cient to cover the cost < > f surveys nutl an 
authoritative report as to I lip expenditure 
approximately Involved, should it be de- 
cided to give Vancouver Island connection 
with the Canadian mainland by means of 
n railway bridge — which project has been 
revived nt Intervals ever since the Can- 
adian Tactile railway was Hrst discussed 
iin n praetica' possibility, nnd some port 
on this Island was looked upon as the 
natural rucltlc terminus of a Canadian 
transcontinental railroad. Briefly, the 
bridging of Seymour Narrows, where tho 
narrowest waterway Intervenes between 
Island and mainland, Is advocated as .1 
work of the first national Importance and 
of Inestlniulde rnluo, on the ground thai 
a saving of at lensl a day and :i half 
would thereby bo effected in the handling 
of Oriental trade, by savin* of distance 
and by avoidance of fogs and smoke sea- 
sons In the .tortuous waterways which 
I'ucltlc shipping now must thread to reach 
a British Columbia mainland port. 

It was as long ago as 1*77 that Sir Sand- 
ford Fleming, In his report on the > . P. It. 
survey, said, "If It be considered of para- 
rrounl Importance t>> carry an unbroken 
line of railway to one or Wore 'if I be bar- 
nors of Vancouver Island. 11 ml there is a 
likelihood that project will, regardless or 
the cost, hereafter be seriously entertain 
cd, then rotue No. tl becomes of the lirst 
Importance, and really tho only (Hie open 
for selection." 

This route No. I) referred to rendu* 
the Pacific seaboard from the interior by 
way of the Honintiieo river, which Hows 
into Hate Intel (a deep channel which pen- 
etrntes the continent for a distance of 10 
miles, and 140 miles north of Vancouver!, 
extends from Edmonton t broach tin- Yel- 
low Head I'ass, and then follows the val- 
ley of the Frascr for some 200 miles, ami 
thence strikes southwesterly until It 



reaches tidewater. From the head uf flute 
Inlet it will follow the shore line of that 
arm of the sea until It reaches the contour 
of the continental mainland. 

From tills there an: three ways by 
which Vancouver Island may be reached: 
First, by n ferry from Frederick Arm, 
through Nodules Channel, a distance of 
10 nines, a route pronounced by Sir Sand- 
ford Fleming to be wholly practicable, al- 
tuougli tin- eost of construction along Bute 
inlet would be high. Second, by tie. con- 
struction of four bridges varying In 
length from I'.lu to 1,350 feet, by which 
the railway could be curried to the north- 
west corner ,>r Valdoz Island, whence a 
ferry two miles loug would convev tin- cars

Bulletin No. -, being a report of. the 
provincial nssnyer, li. Ciiriuichael, on 
the Big Demi district, bus just been is- 
sued from the provincial bureau of 
mines. In part it is as follows: 

Big Bend district is that portion of 
British Columbia north of the Canadian 
Pacific railway and enclosed by the 
B'g Demi and Columbia rivers, having 
au area of approximately ii,.'i(i(i square 
miles. Crossiinr the i . V. H. ut Beaver 
.Mouth, the Columbia Mows in a north- 
westerly direction for III) miles, when it 
makes a sharp turn to the left and tlou> 
sotitli, again crossing the railway ut 
Hovelsl'uke, Vu utiles south of the Bend. 
With the exception of u few rnpids, 
the river is navigable for bouts for the 
entire distance, nnd the only bur to 
steamer navigation is tit Da Porte, -in 
miles above Kevelstokc, to which point 
a stern wheel steamer now ascends twice 

a week from Kevelstokc, the return 

journey being made in one day. 

In the spring of 18115 four boatloads 
of prospectors left Marcus, in Washing- 
ton territory, lo prospect the Columbia 
river. They were headed by five meti 
who, in some form or other, have left 
their mark upon the country, u creek, 
n basin or a mountain peak being nam- 
ed after them. 'ineso men were Win. 
Downie, Hy. Culms, Nelson He Mars, 
I/ouis Lee untl Sieve Liberty. 

Ascending the Columbia through the 
Arrow lakes, prospecting us they went, 
they lirst struck gold on Cairns creek. 
j.ii miles above the present town of 
RcYclstokc. Wiistiiuir hero proved so 
successful l hat the party decided lo 
send some of their number back to 
Marcus for more supplies, while ihe re- 
mainder wliip-su wed lumber and put in 
sluice boxes. While the return party 
ivic nl .Milieus some of the others pros- 
pected the crocks further up the Col- 
umbia, striking gold on n number of 
them, the best, however, being McCul- 
locl and Krcneli creeks. 

The news of the discovery of gold ill 
Ibis region traveled down to Marcus 
and hirongh the west, with the result 
tint! in the folinwiny year (ISlilii there 
wnt ii rush lo this section, the popula- 
tion becoming between 8,0110 and 10,001) 
people.

These 
uro the true nature's poets. Hut outs- 
sid'j of these aro those who have added 
art to nature's gifts, who, like the giird- 
ener, have introduced new strains and 
given artistic expression and variety to 
l.ative plant and flower, All literary 
standards, therefore, depend for recogni- 
tion upon the cultivation of taste in 
different directions. Tho permanent 
tvrics are those which keep closest to 
original typos. 

la the introduction of Wilfrid Camp- 
bell's collected poems, a copy of which 
has been received from the publisher, 
the author discusses some of the phases 
of poetical excellence as viewed from the 
multifarious standpoints of the reading 
public. Nearly every person loves 
poetry of some kind. His appreciation 
of its standard is the measure of his 
owl mind, 'his own taste, his own imag- 
ination. Campbell, whatever the ex- 
ten; of his genius, is one of nature's 
poets, and he loves the simple, the im- 
aginative, the heart-felt. Simplicity and 
directness are, in his estimation, 
essential to the highest class of verse. 
Goethe and .Shakespeare, two of the 
world's greatest poets, an; noted for 
these qualities. He expresses his likes, 
and it may be his prejudices, with 
which wo cannot but feel a large meas- 
ure of sympathy, when he asserts that 
''the effort to dwarf the writing of verse 
into an obscure cult will fail so long as 
people keep themselves with the real 
poets of the past." Here is a body 
blow to the Browuiugltes and Swinburn- 
itos, and all (he sects of lackadaisical 
and occult poesy. He voices the 
heart hunger, in an ago of estheticism 
and the exotic, ot the man who, ignorant, 
of the "mode" in art. knows only a pic- 
ture that he likes and a song that, thrills 
him. And ho says: "The failure to 
appreciate verse today is owing not so 
'much to the inability of the public to 
recognize a poem as to t lie attempt of 
certain critics to forco upon the world as 
poetry what is. after all, at the most 
only clover verse. . . It is a sort 
of instrument which thrills the soul, not 
onlv by what it reveals hut what it sug- 
gests. For this reason a more esthetic 
word-picture, no matter how carefully 
wrought, is not in the true sense poetry." 
To start with, therefore, our author has 
laid the foundation for a popularity 
amonc a large class, who are not afraid 
to admit their limitations in understand- 
ing and appreciating the beauties which 
only critics and connoissous discern- 
Cainpbell curiously avers that it is ditli- 
eult to "explain to the layman the con- 
ditions that produce poetry." To speak 
of a "layman" in regard to literature of 
any kind is hardly correct, but it con- 
veys a meaning. There are very few, 
he says, who fail to appreciate a true 
poem. As expressed in his very first 
selection : 

Earth's droata of poetry will never die. 
It lingers while wo linger, base or true— 
A part of all this being. Life may change, 
Old customs wither, (roods become as 
nought, 

Like autumn husks In rain winds; men 
may kill 

All memory of the grentness of the past, 
Kingdoms amy melt, republics wane and 
die, 

New dreams arise .•mil shako this Jaded 
world; 

But that rare spirit of song will breathe 
and live 

While beauty, sorrow, greatness hold for 
men

Poetry may emulate the photograph, 
yet fails in catch the une necessary in- 
sight which the painter who is a genius 
pills into Ills pieturi — that light that 
never was oi sea or land, yet which all 
men some time or other see in what the 
average world may call the dull and 
commonplace. Vet. adds our pool, 
there may |>c a danger Hint a cult 
to see beauty in the commonplace 
will grow from the affectation to seem 
artistic and poetical. After all, be says, 
the beauty we see in a special verse is 
in ourselves. There is the universal 
benutv which we a|| see. That is the 
real the lasting beauty. There are 
riinnv greutnesses in life — of love, of no- 
bility, of self- lenial, of despair, of strug- 
gle for ii losl cause; the majesty of life, 
if death, of ocean, of mountains. "All 
this is universal, and of this poetry is

WHO PAYS TAkES ? 

sll -—ln today's Issue of your journal 
Mr thus. c. Sorby again discusses his 
favorite theme— .the burdens and griev- 
ances of the poor dowu-trbdden anil op- 
pressed property owners, it might he of 
interest lo your readers therefore to have 
a few works on the other side laid lie- 
lore them 

First, then, us to how many of these 
proper'.)' owners got their property. Either 
they or their faiuers got it when It was 
worth little or nothing, either as 
grants or lor a nominal sum. The fact 
that it has a higher value today Is owing 
wholly to tho presence lu our midst of 
those who are not property owners, and 
to the largo Influx t ,f population, whom 
.Mr. Sorby and bis associates affect to de- 
spise, 'fills Increased value has all gone 
to these original owners while the people 
who have given it Its increased value 
by their presence and labor hero have re- 
ceived no part of It. Only a very small 
pari or this Increased value has been 
earned by (lie honest labor of those orig- 
inal owners or those who Inherited from 
them. Under a Just system of ownership 
of land tliis Increased value would belong 
to those who make the' Increased value, 
but under the present methods il all goes 
to the men who got. here tlrst and grab- 
bed up everything in sight. 

Now, how much tax noes a man pay 
who Is In possession or property that lie 
didn't earn himself, mat he did nothing 
whatever to make or value, which would 
be of Utile or no value again, if bis neigh- 
bors who give value to his properly were 
all to move away again? It looks very 
much as if those original owners and 
those who have inherited through them 
do not and have not themselves paid one 
dollar of taxes. Tli,.y are but giving 
hack lo society a part, and a very small 
part at that, of tin. value which society 
lias created for them. And they appear 
to be doing it with a very bad grace. 

That it is tile tenants or occupiers of 
P'-oporty who give Its value ami who pay 
the taxes on what they occupy will be 
readily granted by any one who la at all 
ncqualiiua with the must elementary 
principles of political economy. We have 
seen instances uot a tew of what hap- 
pens when Hie tenants or occupiers of 
.property in a town all move out and go 
elsewhere lo live. Sonic few years ago a 
certain mining towu in Colorado was very 
prosperous, i'roperty was high, so were 
rents, and the landlords fell fully as im- 
portant as do those of certain other 
places, ami probably grumbled as much 
as others do about their raxes. Hut the 
bottom fell out of silver, the mini's shut 
down, and the tenants ami laboring peo- 
ple all left the town. What happened 7 
Did tile landlords slay there anil nour- 
ish and pay tuxes! Not much. In a 
very short time they followed the ten- 
ants, and today there are whole streets of 
flue buildings left to the bats and the 
owls. The inline of tho town can be 
given, and It Is only one Instance of many 
which might be mentioned. Sow 
paid the taxes in that town while It was 
nourishing! The landlords probably 
thought they were paying them, the sumo 
as those elsewhere think they do, but 
as a mailer of fact, they were not paying 
one cent of them. It Is precisely the same 
here today. A landlord, as sucU, di "s not 
pay one cent of taxes, mid if those 
should vote who pay taxes, then the land- 
lords should not be allowed to vote. It is 
the tenant or occupier who gives property 
Its value; it is the tenant or occupier who 
pays the taxes, whether he docs it direct- 
ly or Indirectly through the landlord. And 
It seems just a little silly to see Ibis so- 
called I'roperty Owners' Association meet- 
ing and passing resolutions as though 
their Interests were separate and apart 
from those of the jf&J; of the community. 
I'erhaps, however, tin.- members of this 
association are not responsible for every- 
thing that appears over ttiu name of their 
secretary, otherwise they uiust lie an ag- 
gregation of freaks.

Natives to Colebratia Christmas All 
Along the Northern Coast. 

The Indian ipotlntoh season is now on 
along the. northern coast of British 
Columbia. Passengers arriving Oil the. 
steamer Venture yesterday report sev- 
eral in progress ami others to follow in 
the course of the next week says the 
Province. The Indians every year cele- 
brate Christmas in this manner, and 
turn out in large numbers 'bedecked for 
the occasion in war 'paint and feathers. 

One of the largest this season is to 
como off at Takusli harbor, which lies 
in a snug cove just Off Queen Charlotte 
Sound, and near the entrance to Simiii 
Inlet. The chief of the Taklisll .harbor 
tribe is junking great preparations for 
rho occasion. A large house is being 
tilled with blankets of all colors and 
sizes, sugar, beans, Hour, pilot bread 
and other staple provisions usually kept 
on hand by the unlives. Itesides these 

the big chief will distribute goldpjccos 
among liis tribe and the visiting Indians, 
it, is expected the chief will spend, at 
least $lb00 to $2000 in one way an 1 
another among the Indians. 

The Indians all along the coast from 
Alert Buy to Milbanlc 'Sound has ibeeii 
extended an invitation to at lend the pot- 
latch, and one of the largest gather- 
ings of Indians held on . the coast for 
many a year is expected lo congregate 
at Takitsii harbor during Christmas and 
New Year's holidays. 

A feature of this lnotlnteh will .be the 
music lo be supplied by Indian 'bands. 
A large cash prize is offered for the 
best, and it is said there will be at least 
three bands in attendance. /This will 
guarantee a high old time, and dancing 
will probably he kepi up day and night, 
one band taking a rest while another 
discourses the discordant strains to 
which the Indians will attempt to keep 
t ime. 

Tin. day of the big potliitfh is grad- 
ually passing away, and people living in 
the North 'believe it will not be very 
long before that custom is dropped etl- 

t irely.

REPORT OF DOMINION 
COPPER COMPANY 



Management Hopes to Be Able 
to Blow In Another Furnace 
Shortlv. 



It Is now tlie expectation of Mr. W. 
C. Thomas, superintendent of the Do- 
minion Copper Company's smelt Ins 
■works at Boundary Falls, to blow in 
the second furnace at those works in 
about a week's time. Three we 
ago the first furnace was placed m 
blast by Mr. Thomas and since then 
lias been doing; very satisfactory work, 
it is understood, unofficially. Approx- 
imately 350 tons of ore per day have 
been smelted, tlie ore all coming from 
the company's Brooklyn, Stemwinder 
and Rawhide mines in Phoenix camp, 
and from its Sunset mine in Deadwood 
camp, the latter being used as a flux. 

A number of improvements have 
been made by Mr. Thomas since he 
assumed charge at the smeller, and 
■With bis force of some BO men he is 
Retting excellent results. The matte 
from the Dominion Copper Company's 
smelter Is converted at tlie converting 
works of the British Columbia Copper 
<'ompany at Greenwood, a carload 
brine: treated every two or throe days. 

With the blowing in of the second 
furnace at this smelter the dally out- 
pot ot the company's mines in this 
camp will be doubled. Al present the 
company has about 160 men all told 
on Its payroll, which number will be 
materially Increased with the increase 
of output soon to take place. The 
monthly payroll of the company in this 
camp, which took place this week, dis- 
tributee! nbiiut $10,000 in wages alone 
here from the one company.

A Strathcona despatch dated Decem- 
ber 21 says: The cement elevator and 
steel tower built by the Brackman-

peak, and has a capacity of 100.000 
bushels.

There are many revolting details of 
the day. At I'Tdler's school, after the 
students had raised the white Hug; and 
came out they were charged, ridden 
dow nand sabred by Ihe dragoons. 
The revolutionaries retaliated wherever 
they cuughl an officer alone, and on 
the sllghlesl resistance he was beaten 
into Insensibility. Telegraph poles, 
wires, plunks, barrels ami any material 
available was used In the construction 
of the many barricades which spninig 
up nil over Ihe city, and as soon as one 

was destroyed another sprung up, as 
If by magic, al another place. The 
crowds fought the troops with intense 
stubbornness, using principally revol- 
vers and hand grenades; but many 
hundreds of persons had revolvers u'.id 
repeatedly stood their ground, even 
while they were being mowed by 
quick-firing gnuis. Many Innocent per- 
sons were killed, among thorn several 
women. Many ' bodies were blown lo 
pieces by shrapnel. On Trstalt street 
where the crowds were enfiladed the 
losses wen; heavy. Several .students 
were conspicuous behind the barri- 
cades, either carrying wounded or tak- 
ing their places in Hie ranks and 
cheering their eomradea.

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Scienisst ora the 
Herring Industry 



Report of Lecture Delivered by 
Piof. Huxley at National 
Fishery Exhibition. 

Many important Economlca 
and Legal Questions Are 
Concerned, 



A lecture delivered by Prof. Huxley 
at the National Fishery Exhibition, 
Norwich, April 21, 1881. 

NO. 1. 

I< Is now nineteen years since my at- 
tention was first specially directed to 
the natural history of the herring, and 
to the many important economical and 
legal questions connected with the her- 
ring lisheries. As a member of two 
successive Royal Commissions, it fell 
to my lot to take part in inquiries held 
at every important lishluy station in 
the United Kingdom between the years 
1SG2 and 1SG5, and to hear all that 
practical fishermen had to tell about 
the matter; while I had free access to 
the ofllclal records of the Fishery 
Boards. Nor did I neglect such oppor- 
• tunitles a.s presented themselves of 
studying the fish itself, and of deter- 
mining the scientific value of the terms 
by which, in the language of fishermen, 
the various conditions of the herring 
are distinguished. 

Diligent sifting of the body of evi- 
dence thus collected and passed under 
review led to the satisfactory clearing 
away In my own mind of some of the 
obscurity which, at that time, sur- 
rounded the natural history of the lish. 
But many problems remained, the so- 
lution of which was not practicable by 
investigations which, after all,, were 
only incidents in the course of a large 
inquiry, embracing a vast number of 
topics beside herrings and herring 
lisheries; and It is only within the last 
few years that the labors of the Ger- 
man West Baltic Fishery Commission 
have made such large additions to the 
state of our knowledge in 1865, that the 
history of the herring is brought with- 
in measureable distance of complete- 
ness. 

Considering the vast importance of 
the herring lisheries of the Eastern 
counties, it occurred to me when the 
president of the National Fishery Ex- 
hibition did me the honor to ask me to 
address you, that nothing could be 
more likely to interest my audience 
than a summary statement of what Is 
mow really known about a lish which, 
from a fisherman's point of vlew s Is 
probably the chief of fishes. 

I am aware that I may lay myself 
open to the application of the proverb 
about carrying coals to Newcastle, if 
I commence my observations with a 
description of the most important dis- 
tinctive characters of a lish which is 
so familiar to the majority of my hear- 
ers. And perhaps it is a.s well that I 
should at once express my belief that 
most of you are as little likely to mis- 
take a herring for anything else as I 
am. Nay, I will go further. I have 
reason to believe that any herring- 
merchant, in a large way of business, 
who may be here, knows these fish so 
much better than I do, that he is able 
to discriminate a Yarmouth herring 
from a Scotch herring and both from 
a Norway herring; a feat which I could 
not undertake to perform. But then 
it is possible that 1 may know some 
tilings that iie does mot. He is very 
unlike other fishermen and fish-mer- 
chants with whom I have met. if lie 
lias any but. the vaguest notions of the 
way of life of the fish; or if he has 
heard anything about those singulari- 
ties of its organization which perplex 
biologists; or If he can say exactly how 
and why he knows that a herring is :iot 
a sprat, a shad, or a pilchard. And all 
kinds of real knowledge ami insight 
into the facts of nature do so bear 
upon one another and turn out In 
strange ways practically helpful, that 
I propose to pour out my scientific 
budget, in the hope that something 
more may come out of it than the grat- 
ification uf intelligent curiosity. 

If anyone wants to exemplify tin 1 
meaning of the word "lish" In- cannot 
chose a better animal than a herring. 
The body, tapering to each end, Is cov- 
ered, with thin, flexible scales, which 
are vety easily rubbed off. The taper 
head with its underhanglng jaw is 
smooth and scaleless on the top; the 
large eye is partly covered by two 
folds of transparent skin, like eyelids 
— only immovable and with the slit be- 
tween them vertical instead of hori- 
zontal; the cleft behind the gill cover

is very wide and, when the cover Is 
raised, the large red gills which lie be- 
neath it are freely exposed. The 
rounded back bears the single moder- 
ately long dorsal tin about its middle. 

The tail fin is deeply cleft and on 
careful inspection small scale are seen 
to be continued from the body, on to 
both its upper and its lower lobes, but 
there is no longitudinal scaly fold on 
either of these. The belly comes to .an 
edge covered with a, series of sharply- 
keeled bony shields between the throat 
and the vent; and behind the last Is 
the anal fin, which is of the same 
i length as the dorsal fin. There is a 
pair of fore-limbs, or pectoral fins, just 
behind the head; arid a -pair of hind- 
limbs, or ventral fins, are situated be- 
neath the dorsal fin, a little behind a 
vertical line drawn from Its front edge, 
and a long way In front Oi the vent. 
These litis have bony supports or rays, 
all of which are soft and jointed. 

Like most fishes the herring is pro- 
pelled chiefly by the sculling action of 
the tail-fin, the rest serving chiefly to 
preserve the balance of the body, and 
to keep it from turning over, as It 
would do if left to itself, the back be- 
ing the heaviest part of the fish. 

The mouth of the herring is nofvery 
large, the gape extending back only to 
beneath the middle of the eye, and the 
teeth on the upper and lower jaws are 
so small as to be hardly visible. More- 
over, when a live herring opens Its 
mouth, or when the lower jaw of a 
dead herring is depressed artificially, 
the upper jaw, instead of remaining 
fixed and stationary, travels down- 
ward and forward in such a manner 
as to guard the sides of the gape. 
This movement is the result of a curi- 
ous mechanical arrangement by which 
the lower jaw pulls upon the upper, 
and I suspect that it is useful In guard- 
ing the sides of the gape when the 
fish gulps the small living prey upon 
Which it feeds. 

The only conspicuous teeth, and they 
are very small, are disposed in an 
elongated patch upon the tongue, and 
In another such patch, oppo- 
site to these, on the fore ■■"'t. of the 
roof of the mouth. The lutter tire at- 
tached to a bone called the vomer, and 
are- hence termed vomerine teeth. Hut. 
if the mouth of a herring is opened 
widely, there will be seen, on each side, 
a great number of line, long bristle - 
like processes, the pointed ends of 
which project forward. These are 
what are termed the gill rakers, inas- 
much as they are fixed, like the teeth 
Of a rake, to the inner sides of those 
arches of bone on the outer sides of 
which the gills are fixed. The sides of 
the throat of a herring, in fact, are a.s 
it were cut by four deep and wide 
clefts, which are separated by these 
gill arches, and the water which the 
lish constantly gulps in by the mouth 
Hows through these clefts, over the 
gills and out beneath the gill covers, 
aerating the blood, and' thus effecting 
respiration, as it goes. But since it 
would be highly inconvenienced, and in- 
deed injurious, were the food to slip 
out In the same way, these gill rakers 
play the part of a line sieve, which 
lets the water strain off, while it keeps 
the food in. The gill rakers of the 
front arches are much longer than 
those of the hinder arches, and as each 
is stiffened by a thread of bone devel- 
oped in its interior, while at the same 
time its sides tire beset with fine sharp 
teenth, like thorns on a brier, I suspect 
that they play some part in crushing 
the life out of the small animals on 
which the herring prey. 

Between these arches there is, in 
the middle line, an opening which 
leads to the gullet. This passes back 
into a curious conical sac which is 
commonly termed the stomach, hut 
which has more the character of a 
crop. Coming off from the under side 
of the sac and communicating with It, 
by a narrow opening, there is an elon- 
gated tubular organ, the walls of 
which are so thick and muscular that 
it might almost be compared to a giz- 
zard. It is directed forwards, and 
opens by a narrow prominent aperture 
into the intestine, which runs straight 
back to the vent. Attached to the 
commencement of the Intestines there 
is a score or mure of larger and short- 
er tubular organs which are called the 
pyloric caeca. These open into the! In- 
testine, and their apertures may be 
seen on one side of It, occupying an 
oval space, in the middle of which the;.' 
are arranged three in a row. 

The chief food of the herring consists 
of minute crustacea, some of them al- 
lied to the shrimps and prawns, but 
the majority belonging lo the same 
division as flic common Cyclops of 
our fresh waters. These tenant many 
parts of the ocean in such prodigious 
musses that llie water Is discolored 
by them for miles together, and every 
sweep of a tin,, net brings up Its tens 
of thousands. 

Everybody must have noticed the 
silvery air-bladder of tin; herring, 
which lies immediately under the back- 
bone, and stretches from close to the 
head to very near the vent, being 
wide in tlu- middle and tapering off to 
each end. In its natural state it Is 
distended with air; and if it is pricked 
the elastic wall shrinks and drives the 
air out, as if it were an India-rubber 



Investigation, in fact, shows that the 
air-bladder decs not really end at the 
point where its silvery coat finishes 
but that a delicate tube is continued 
thence to the left side of the vent, and 
there ends by. an opening of its own. 

Now the .air-bladder of all fishes is, 
to begin with, an outgrowth from the 
front part of the alimentary canal, and 
there' are a great many fishes in which 
as in the herring, It remains through- 
out life In permanent communication 
with the gullet. But it is rare to find 
the duel so far back as in the herring; 
and, at present, I am not aware that 
the air bladder opens externally In 
any tishes except the herring and a 
few of its allies.

The smile is tit 
once transferred from the Mongol to 
the Hindoo face, as the suspect la led 
by the pig-tall to headquarters to ex- 
plain his extravagance in pomades. 
The Chinese boast of the size of the 
Consultations at the bed of the sick. 
Physicians are never paid unless the 
patient recovers. No less than three 
Hundred and sixteen doctors met lately 
to discuss a princes illness whicn 
being slight, they all had high hopes 
of apportioning among themselves a 
generous tee. The induce, a royal 
humorist, was so amused that he con- 
cluded to die, and three hundred and 
sixteen surgeons charged to experience 
their palanquin fares, and the loss 
of a three days journey! The .South- 
ern Chinese have a proverb: "Why is 
a pig fat'.'" They answer: "So that he 
cannot travel far from his mud and 
'learn that lie Is a pig; if he should 
visit a Tien ISsm lark he would 
'grieve himself thin that lie could not 
fly; if he heard the lark sing, he 
'wiiuld of envy die."* When a China- 
man is ih in general, he selects a 
piece of cure-all ginseng root, which 
resembles as nearly as possible the 
two limbs and arms of a human being, 
and mukes a tea. if he has a head- 
ache, that piece of ginseng root is 
selected which looks round, has spots 
on it like eyes, and small roots like 
hair. At Tsi Nan in the days of the 
bow and arrow, the Shan Tung army 
was wont to practice archery on the 
parade ground. It was the law that 
the civil mandarins who managed the 
conscription, should show a good 
example to the troops by exhibiting 
their official skill at the target. It 
was most noticeable that although the 
mandarins practiced extortion more 
than archery, every time their bow 
strings twanged, a "bull's-eye" v/as 
returned. The Dowager Empress, Tze 
Ms! has during a long virtual regency 
been gradually given by an Indulgent 
board of ceremonies, many titles, 
such as: "The Compassionate Bene- 
factor; "The Ever Prepared;" "The 
Long Lived;" "The Reposeful," and 
"The Reverent in Sacrifices." Here 
alone was the cream of the selected 
adjectives of the dictionary. On her 
last birthday the Hoard of Ministers 
happily discovered two more titles, 
one of them facetiously applicable io 
recent events: "The Happy Returned 
One" and "The Ever Beautiful Out of 
the Purest Kingdom." With the wit 
of Elizabeth, Tze Hal, waived her min- 
isters' aside: "We shall not Inflict 
supplicants of this Dragon Throne with 
additional titles to "halter their peti- 
tions; in lieu we shall accept a new 
palace and a mausoleum." The Board 
of Public Works Is now worrying 
where 1 two millions are to come from 
for the palace, and one million for 
the tomb. When palace Intrigue was 
"rounded up" and escape laid been 
made Impossible, the former Dowager 
Empress, Tsi An, after detailing the 
evidence to the culprits, used to add 
this sardomlc peroration: "Princes, 
you will now honor yourselves by 



"committing suicide, for . this Throne 
does not care to indulge in murder." 
When a. Chinese University magazine 
refuses a student's MS., it is rejected 
somewhat as follows: "This is too 
wonderful; it is the greatest of the 
year. "Were it printed; it would estab- 
lish a standard which could never 
again be reached, Should the Em- 
peror see it, he would order nothing of 
less excellence printed. Do not, gen- 
erous one, thus close our press but let 
us use its print to praise ycu forever." 
In the trenches at Kullencheiig a Jap- 
anese private, who could not speak 
Russian, handed a dust-covered per- 
spiring prisoner a paper handkerchief. 
Tne elaborate mannered Kuss handed 
the favor back to the Jap with many 
ge-nulleetions of thanks, which the lit- 
tle man believed was excitement. Sev- 
eral limes the courtesy was shuttled, 
tne Uuss each time becoming Increased 
gratitude, and the Jap's face 
wrinkling In irrltuted surprise. A 
fourth lime the Buss handed back the 
handkerchief. Drawing ins bayonet, 
the Jap stuck the article on the end of 
it, and with his first sardonic grin, 
pointed it toward the Hessian. It was 
accepted with avidllj ! At Liaoyang 
a Japanese picket came in with two 
stalwart bewhiskercd Russians lassoed 
to an ammunition wagon. Headquart- 
ers demanded what the indignity 
meant. The reply was that one of the 
prisoners dropped his bayonet on widen 
was stuck a white flag of surrender, 
and rushed toward the Japanese, 
j throwing his arms around the little tel- 
i low. "It was a ruse lo bite me." said 
I the picket. .Interrogating the prison- 
ers, the lieutenant received this answer 
in Russian: "1 was so glad that the! 
( little yellow brother did not 'shoot, Ij 
tried to kiss him." The Japanese not 
only flagrantly Infringe America 1 .! 
brands, but they humorously lacquer 
the packages with best Japanned Eng- [ 
lish. Here are some of the labels: 

"These Vaseline Is Diseases best ! 
friend Taken eternally will kill 
wounds. Made at Cheesberough, Am- 
erican States." 

Bottles of nicely stained water bore 
the following: 

"Foreign Claret Wine Llttel Seal 
Bottled by Bordeaux.' 

A tooth powder informs: These 
dentifrices is best for leaving Teeth- 
ache: "made at Colgate Foreign." My 
friend Soy On Chong, In Hong Kong, 
used to have his tea leaves speak for 
themselves in yellow lacquered English 
on the packages, "We are extra Choice 
Direct Leaves from Formosa Oo Long 
Teas." In a three days' armistice to 
bury the dead after a five clays' battle, 
the pickets of the wings of both armies 
used to frequent a Chinaman's sam- 
schu shop in a village between the 
lines along the Htm. It got to be call- 
ed "The Club." One night a Jr-i> in- 
dulged to freely and his pockets were 
picked by this humorous Russian ac- 
quaintance of three days' time. Next 
morning, before the artillery commenc- 
ed to fire, an Indignant little Nlpponite 
approached the Russian lines, waving 
a white handkerchief. Asking to be 
conducted to the officer of the day, .he 
told him in English what was in com- 
mon use, that he had "been robbed at 
the Club." When the amused Major 
heard the whole tale, he took delight in 
calling I" the picket of the night be- j 
fore, compelling him to disgorge the 
money, and speeding the grinning Jap 
In safe escort to his pickets. English j 
was quite generally used between the I 
lines. A big hearted Moscow Russ of | 
General Launitz division, with the glow | 
of the Ikons in Ills soul, asked a. se- 
verely wounded Jap in the captured 
trenches at Mukden, during the favor- 
able battle of March 7th, if he had 
made his peace with God.

Quang Tung, the antiquarian will find 
an old shop with the sign: "All con- 
ditions Buddhas gilt and "sold to For- 
een man." The owner once exhibited 
what he called a "Buddha of the Hut," 
which was the rarest of all Buddhas 
up to that time, as the Chinese Buddha 
is generally unsurmounted excepting 
with the close cap and button. This 
wondrous Buddha was nothing else 
than a broken statuette of Napoleon 
Bonaparte, which had found its way 
from the ballast dumpings of a French 
sailing vessel at Yaw Matee. When 
the Chinese small-footed women car- 
ried pick-a-back, even through the 
streets of the European settlements in 
Chinese cities, by the large-footed wo- 
men coolies. In rushing the towns be- 
tween Tien Tsin and Pekin, the allied 
troops were convulsed to see following 
the retreating Boxers, what looked like 
school being dismissed to "play horse."

Fishermen Show Heroism at a 
Fatal Wreck— More Treasure 
Hunting Cruises. 





R. M. S. Mlowera, Capt:. Hemming, 
readied port yesterday morning from 
Australia, via Honolulu, Suva and 
Fanning- Island, after a Stormy voy- 
age, bringing a fair complement of 
passengers, including J. Heimlker- 
Heaton, the renowned advocate of uni- 
versal penny postage, who is on the 
way to England from a visit to Aus- 
tralia and Fiji, where his son is em- 
ployed in the civil service. The pas- 
senger list was larger than usual at 
this lime of the year, and the steamer 
carried a large freight. The- route 
is now becoming so popular that tiie 
Union Steamship Company has decid- 
ed to place the new turbine' steamer 
Maheno on the route in the busy sea- 
son of travel in the spring, leavisg 
Australia, in April ojn her flrst trip 
and arriving here in May. The Mlo- 
wera had all her cargo space taken 
ui> with frozen and canned mutton, 
llax, hemp, timber, salt, wool, marsu- 
pial skins, etc., and sugar from Fiji. 
I'liere was a large shipment of sugar, 
about 1,100 tons. The Fiji sugar crop 
is far less this season than was an- 
ticipated, the drought in the islands 
having affected the crop. The output 
for the year will be about 7,000 tons 
below estimates. The Vancouver-Fiji 
Sugar Company has exceeded expecta- 
tions at Navua, the weekly output 
being about 340 tons, in place of 250 
as hitherto. Shipments are made bs 
each Canadian-Australian mall steam- 
er, and the work thus far has pro- 
ceeded smoothly. 

The Mlowera was lale in arriving 
at Fanning island, having been de- 
layed by the trade winds in the tropics, 
and the cable station was suffering

The 
e/id was impending, and in the raw 
light of early dawn the watchers 
plainly saw that the survivors' case 
was desperate. The remaining mast 
fell with a crash, and the men on 
board beckoned despairingly to the 
lifeboat, which could approach no' 
nearer than a distance of about 200 
and later 100 yards from the wreck. 
Ferrler in his dingy kept abreast of 
the lifeboat for a time, and wnen two 
of the men on the wreck jumped for 
their lives he went forward to meet; 
them. He was nearly swamped, but 
he managed his little craft skilfully, j 
anil presently rescued one of those j 
who had Jumped from the wreck and | 
who proved to be the captain. Ho was 
landed and Ferrler turned to the peril- 
ous task again, rescuing another man, , 
who was so stupefied by exposure as 
to be incapable of helping himself.

"A Cook at Sea" — Will you give re- 
cipes for dressings for duck, goose, 
turkey unci chickens? 

Answer. — The majority of people like 
a plain dressing. To each pint of 
cracker crumbs or bread crumbs, add 
2 ounces of butter, 1 egg, 1-2 teaspoon- 
ful each of pepper, sage and salt, and 
If more moisture is needed add by 
spoonsful boiling water, keeping the 
dressing as dry as may be readily 
handled, for goose or duck, add one 
small minced onion to the above 
amount or what would make one heap- 
ing teaspoonful when chopped very 
line. Either of these dressings are 
used for any fowl or bird. But some 
prefer for turkey or even for capon or 
chicken, the following dressings: 

Chestnut Dressing. — Two teacups of 
finely rolled cracker crumbs, 1-2 cup 
of melted butter, 1 teaspoonful each of 
salt and pepper. Finely chopped pars- 
ley to tasle, and - cups of chopped 
chestnuts (boiled and shelled.) Double 
this amount for a large turkey. 

Oyster Dressing. — Like plain dress- 
ing, adding a cup of oysters to each 
cup of crumbs, moistening the crumbs 
with the oyster liquor. If fresh oysters 
are used, stew them in their own 
liquor, then chop them line. If need- 
ed, add more crumbs ami seasoning. 
If more moisture Is required use eg^ 
and melted butler. 



"Mrs. Jack." — Do hurry Grandma' 
and give me a recipe for a good sauce 
for lilum pudding, no brandy. 

Answer. — Take just half a pound of 
butter and cream it with one pound 
of sugar and the yolks of 2 eggs. 
Heat In double boiler till almost boil- 
ing. Whip the whites of the eggs 
stiff and grate over them the outer 
rind of one lemon and add the juice 
of two lemons.. Let these go first into 
the sauce bowl then pour over them 
the hot butter and sugar. 



"Laura P.." — Is there any help for 
my ugly eyebrows? They are thin and 
pale and almost invisible. Also tell me 
how to clean my discolored teeth and 
how to keep them white ami clean. I 
use brush and water daily but my teeth 
gi'ow black. 

Answer.— For the eyebrows take 
equal parts of rod vaseline and olive 
oil. Mell with gentle heat and mix 
Apply to the eyebrows with a. camel's 
hair brush every night. This will 
thicken and darken them. 

To remove slain from the teeth use 
lane medicated peroxide of hydrogen. 
Wrap a piece of linen around a slender 
stick or sliver of wood. Dip into the 
peroxide and clean the teeth thorough- 
ly by rubbing the stain off them, one 
at a time. Keep white and pearly and 
sweet with this preparation used dally. 

Tooth Wash. — One-half drachm 
whit,- castlle soap dissolved in l ounce 
alcohol, 3- 1 ounce of water and 1-4 
ounce of glycerine. Flavor with the 
oils id' pepper mini, cloves and winter- 
green, a few drops, each. Once a week 
use this powder: Precipitated chalk 
ami carbonate of magnesia, equal 
parts, flavored with powdered orrla 
root. 

"Marie" — Please give formula. for 
good skin food; lace is rough and skin 
dark. 

Answer. — White snap, I ounce; sper- 
maceti, 1 oz; lanolin, 2 oz.; cocoanut 
oil, 2 oz.; orange flower water, 2 
oz.; oil of sweet almonds, -1 oz ; tinc- 
ture of benzoin, 30 drops. .Melt the 
first five Ingredients together, take off 
the tin- and heal till cold, adding 
little by little the benzoin anil lastly 
tie- orange liower water. Apply daily 
with massage.

Lionel Terry, .the Socialist who was 
Well known at Wellington .mines, who 
was sentenced to imprisonment for Ufa 
for murdering; .a Chinese in Wellington, 
New Zeuluuu, last September, said in 
his address to the Jury, according to u 
report received , by the steamer Allow- 
era: "Terry referred lo the ease as 
being Hex versus Terry, aud expressed 
(strong objection to his majesty being 
placed in the position of protector o£ uu- 
mitnralised race aliens 111 liritish »os- 
HCBsions. lie again reiterated his con- 
fession, and expressed regret that the 
drastic measure he pad adopted in Dr- 
ier to attract attention to the evils con- 
sequent upon .alien immigration had been 
regarded by some as the result of men- 
tal aberration. He admitted the ru- 
mors as to his sanity won? excusable, 
in view of tho extraordinary nature of 
bite case, more especially as the dangers 
of Asiatic invasion appeared to ho lit- 
tle appreciated by the people of New 
Zealand, it was obvious, that should 
rumors obtain general belief the 
reforms he was endeavoring to establish 
might bo seriously delayed. He wished 
therefore, to deny all such rumors or 
statements. He declared lie had never 
suffered from sunstroke, or any other 
ailment, and went on to urge the ship- 
ment of the alien population to England 
or Africa, where they would he wel- 
comed. He declared his net ion was the 
result of careful deliberation, impelled 
by merciful considerations *for all cou- 
ccmcd. Several years' careful study in 
various parts of the world convinced 
him that the necessity for the com- 
plete and absolute separation of tho 
races was imperative, He decided, 
with 41 view of forcing the matter to an 
issue, to adopt n strong method of mak- 
ing bis resolution understood. When 
the life of a country was at stake dras- 
tic measures were Imperatively neces- 
sary, lie declared he would never rec- 
ognize any law which sought to pro- 
tect the people of an alien race in Brit- 
ish countries, and in taking the life of 
the Chinaman he challenged the al- 
leged law of his country to prove its ex- 
istence. This lie had done in full view 
of the possible consequence, which lie 
was prepared to accept. Ho urged that 
tho laws of one race beneficially con- 
trol and govern those of another; there- 
fore, it must be unlawful for people of 
two or more distinct races to dwell to- 
gether in the snme country; therefore, 
there could be no law which afforded 
protection to, or, in any way recognize 
the presence of. or referred to. unnat- 
uralized race aliens in British posses- 
sions. His reply to the charge that he 
killed this alien contrary to the form 
or statute in such case made and pro. 
vided was that Hie ( 'hi mi man, being 
a race alien, -was not a man within the 
meaning of the statute. If he were 
held to be right be claimed his freedom; 
if held to ho wrong ho should have 
failed in Ids purpose. He demanded the 
full penally of the alleged law. 

Tin- jury returned a verdict of guilty, 
with a strong recommendation to mercy, 
.hi the grounds that the prisoner win 
not responsible for his actions, as Li 
was suffering nieutnllj from a craze 
caused by his intense hatred towards 
the mixing of llritish and alien races, 

ISLAND FREIGHT RATES. 

Vigorous Protest Lodged by Cumber- 
land Merchants. 

The question of freight rates is not 
confined exclusively to Vancouver, sny- 
the Nnnnimo Herald. Other places in 
ihc province have their grievances 
the little city of Cumberland is one of 
them. Cumberland, of course, not be- 
ing situated on any through line of rail- 
way, and about six miles hack from the 
sea' COllst, cannot be said lo enjoy the 
most likely situation in the world for 
cheap freight. Then merchandise has 
lo be shipped from Vancouver to Nnnah 
mo, Nanaiuio to Union Bay, and I'-niou 
Buv to Cumberland, making nol only :i 
long and awkward haul, but very ex- 
pensive as as well and there has been 
no little grumbling of late at the freight 
charges.
